Johnson Gets Belated Chance 


To Woo Ohio Dem Delegates 


LOS 
ANGELES 
(A P )—Envoys 
of Sen. Lyndon R. Johnson (Tex) 
get a belated chance today to woo 
Ohio delegates at a caucus only 
hours before nam es of presidential 
aspirants go before the D em ocra­ 
tic national convention. 
Ohio’s 
64 
votes 
are 
pledged 
firm ly to Sen. John F. Kennedy 
(M ass) on the first ballot, and 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle predicts 
his nomination by acclamation. 
But a handful of Ohioans, pro­ 
fessing admiration for the Texas 
senator, cling to the hope they will 
have a chance to vote for rim if 
the nomination requires m ore than 
one ballot. Some expressed doubt 
Kennedy had things sewed up.

LOS ANGELES (A P) — A bril­ 
liant scientist today receives one

air bases, will give Dr. Otto Halp- 
ern a special Defense Departm ent 
m edal in ceremonies at the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles. 
The fact that Dr. Halpern had 
to fight for 18 years for his right 
to the honor is of no significance 
to him today.

In an era w’hen it is increasingly discour­ 
aging to a t t e rn p t to dispose of surplus j 
products abroad, it

Stuart 
Symington 
of 
Missouri— 
have had fairly liberal voting re­ 
cords. 
The distinction b e 'ween^them on 
the issues has bern, in a broad 
sense, 
a 
distinction 
on 
fine 
points. To put it anomer way, on 
the issues the convention had lit­ 
tle to choose, aUhougii Northern 
voting 
Negroes 
and 
organized ! 
labor made the fine distmclions 
and chose Kennedy over Johnson. 
Symington has had an extreme­ 
ly liberal voting record, yet he is 
as of now a poor *hird.

Cuba Nearly Friendless 


The first effective step, tile 
I960 
Sugar Act, has been taken by Con­ 
gress against Castro’s Cuba. 
The 
step is late—surely a year late— 
but it is now law. Castro is already 
squealing like a stuck pig. 
Despite Castro's intimate relat­ 
ionship with Soviet Russia, Cuba’s 
economy depended upon two main 
factors — the United States pur­ 
chase of th® Cuban sugar crop at 
a price that was over two cents 
above the world price and Amer­ 
ican tourism. The sugar quota and 
prive were a direct subsidy, 
this 
country taking from Cuba a quota 
which for i960 amounted to 3.119,- 
655 tons 
This was 200,000 tons 
more than (or 1959. How any such 
increase in the 
quota 
could 
be 
justified for 1960 is beyond belief. 
Actually Cuba supplied more su­ 
gar than continental American cane 
or beet growers. In other words, 
the United States increased its sub­ 
sidy to Castro while Castro was 
seizing American property and con 
ducting 
an 
anti - American cam­ 
paign throughout Latin America. 
The passage of the Sugar Aet, 
which is definitely and overtly de­ 
signed against Castro, is the 
first 
salutary step that our government 
has taken against Castro. The po­ 
licy of the State Department has 
been to do nothing about Cuba, lest 
Soviet Russia take retaliatory step® 
in Turkey and Iran. It is this neg­ 
ative 
policy, 
pursued 
since 
the 
deatn of John Foster Dulles, which 
has been so costly in Paris and To­ 
kyo and Havana. It is a policy of 
response to Russia's initiative. 
The Cuban situation gives ample 
evidence that it is now taking the 
initiative m Latin America. Fidel 
Castro has not only established 
a 
People's Republic—the first stage 
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of a Communist revolution— 
but 
as is usual in such enterprises. So­ 
viet personnel, including Red Chi­ 
nese. have come to Cuba rn large 
numbers to assist in the establish­ 
ment of the 
new 
administration. 
Anastas Mikoyan came to Cuba to 
formalize arrangements and recip­ 
rocal visits re being prepared be­ 
tween Khrushchev and Castro. 
The State Department failed to 
meet these events and continued to 
subsidize the Castro regime throu­ 
gh the sugar bounty. 
True, the 
q u o t a s are set by Congress but 
it was the duty of the State Depart­ 
ment to call attenion o th® dang­ 
ers of he subsidy and to issue s 
statement to the public which could 
not be misunderstood. 
There 
is 
no 
sugar 
shortage. 
Cuba's sugar will not be missed. 
It is possible that Soviet 
Russia 
may come to the aid of Cuba but 
if Castro cannot get a better deal 
out of Russia on sugar than he got 
on oil, it will not be long before 
the economic pinch in Cuba will be 
sorely felt. 
If American assume that such 
economic pinch will seriously 
in­ 
fluence Castro's policies, they are 
mistaken. Communists are never 
affeced by he sufferings of heir 
people. When Stalin needed heavy 
machinery, he exported butter so 
that the Ukrainian peasants h a d 
none. Tre export of butter gave 
the foreign exchange he needed to 
buy the machinery. 
It will be no different in Cuba. 
The people will be fed the pabulum 
of hate-speeches and wild promis­ 
es for the future which they will 
believe, 
because 
hungry 
people 
Uke to hate. They like to blame 
someone besides themselves for 
their misfortunes. They will blame 
the United States. 
On the other hand to Sov iet Rus­ 
sia Cuba is a pawn on a very wide 
chessboard As it stands now, Cuba 
is a source of great embarrass 
ment to the United States and it 
will remain such no matter who is 
elected President. 
Soviet Russia is playing the Cub 
an pawn to see what move we will 
make.

LOS AN G ELES (AP)-Red-hair- 
ed Mrs. Anne K. Eaton of Cleve­ 
land, an Ohio delegate at-large at 
the Democratic national conven­ 
tion, says she is for the nomina­ 
tion of Sen. John F. Kennedy be­ 
cause of a world situation danger­ 
ous to the United States, 
The wife of industrialist Cyru5 
Eaton, recipient of the Lenin Peace 
Award by Russia, is attending tho 
convention in a wheelchair with 
her husband, who is not a dele­ 
gate.
